create oooflio'.and make muoh expense, 
but to have tbe Stale purchase egg- 
bearing lobsters and "short" lobsters 
as they are caught, replace them in the 
water where they would bo protector! 
from further fishing and from other fish. 
Such preserves, to be successful,should 
bo established In co-oporatiou with 
other States and tho general govern- 
ment. 


Operations In lobstor culture are uow

The Oldest Timepiece. 


Probably the oldest timepiece in the 


country is the clock whlob compla- 
cently ticks away thd nonrs of the days 
and the nights In tbo building of the 
Philadelphia Library company, at Ju- 
nipor and Locust streets, unquestiona- 
bly first and foreraoat In ita collections 
of historical relict. This clock waa 
made for and belonged to Oliver Crom- 
well, the protector, and it bat been 
part of tbe furniture of the Philadel- 
phia library since It wax presented to 
the company In 1693. The remarkable 
feature of this piece of mechanism Is 
that although fully 140 years of age, it 
fliill keeps perfect time. The Cromwell 
clock in wonderfully well pretorved,and 
runs with perfect regularity. 
It Is 


one of those old-fashioned timepieces 
which stands on tbe floor, wilh Ita face 
about half afoot above tbe bead of a 
man of average height. The face Is 
plain, polished brass, with a steel circle 
containing the hours in Roman figures. 
The minuie band is perfectly plain, but 
the hour-hand Is ornamented by a tort 
of Ecroll work. There is really nothing 
particularly remarkable about its work- 
manship or IU general appearance. 
Its 


stylo is familiar to everyone as that of 
tbo grandfather clock of ancient date. 
Ita mechanism ia aimplo in the extreme, 
there being but a few br»s wheels, a 
weigbt susT'Cnded by a piece of twine, 
a:id a pendulum. In very fine script 
lettera al ibe bottom of the face Is the 
name of J.ihtnnea Fra-aantccb, Lon- 
don, wto c-jnatrucled ihe timepiece.
